ly the waste in the enormous burden 
of naval armaments. . Some hint of 
this is given in Mr. Hughes' further 
declaration that "it may also be found 
advisable to formulate proposals by 
which in the interest of.humanity the 
use of new agencies of warfare may 
be suitably controlled." 


In other words the use of the air- 


plane in dropping bombs has revolu- 
tionized warfare and the next war, 
unlSBS absolutely governed by rules 
between the 
powers involved, 
will 


mean an era of unparalleled destruc- 
tion. Tho impossibility of getting re- 
spect for established rules of warfare 
w*s demonstrated in the last war and 
rather thann face 
the discouraging 


prospect of trying to regulate a war 
while it is in progress, the American 
government at least, believes that the 
imperative course is to taJie steps as 
will prevent a colossal conflict. It is 
admitted that the white race cannot 
stand another war like that which be- 
gan in 1914. The United States gov- 
ernment has not limited the invitations 
to a discussion of naval armament but 
has aslvsd that all manner of arma- 
ment be reduced and that a.ll sources 
of misunderstanding be removed not 
merely in the Far East but through- 
cut the world.

WITH WASTE 


Acquisition of the Detroit, Toledo & 


Irontou railroad by Henry Ford solved 
•the carrier's chief problem, that of pro- 
curing traffic, as the line hauls all of the 
Ford freight which is destined 1o any Ma- 
lion on its tracks or to any connee,ing 


However, Mr. Ford really 


to be getting results which other railroad 
owners or managers have been unable to 
produce. 


Trainmen connected with the Detroit, 


Toledo & Irouton confirm Mr. Ford's as- 
sertion that enough scrap and waste ma- 
terial has been picked up along the right- 
of-way and in yards, buildings and sta- 
tions to reimburse Mr. Ford for his total 
capital investment. The locomotive which 
hauls the passenger train from. Detroit to 
Bainbridge, approximately the same dis- 
tance as that between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago, is a composite of three scrap heap 
engines, and it glitters with nickel-plated 
and polished brass embellishments. 


Under the Ford management 1200 cars 


have been handled in twelve hours, as 
compared with 500 in twenty-four hours 
under the former management. Mr. Ford 
claims that he has speeded up freight 
movement to such an extent that he has 
reduced the time when raw material is 
shipped by the manufacturer and the fin- 
ished product is received by the consignee 
from twenty-two to fourteen days, a sav- 
ing of eight days. 


New ideas in railroad transportation 


and operation methods will put the offi- 
cials of other roads, large and small, on 
their mettle. 
The Ford lessons in capi- 


talizing waste and in systematizing the 
yard and terminal service are of them- 
selves decidedly worth while. 


Mr. Ford achieves many dazzling re- 


sults which should not be amazing, a-s they 
fit in with other plans or work, yet a few 
of his innovations are worthy of study by 
experts and may enhance the efficiency of 
the railroad service in general. His spec- 
tacular exploitation sometimes appears to 
be rather offensive, especially to skilled 
executives, who are humiliated by it; 
nevertheless, his efforts and experiments 
deserve to be watched closely, so that 
those which may turn out to he successful 
and useful may be adopted at once.

Long ago women whose husbands beat them and 


dragged them around _the washtub on Saturday 
night developed nervous prostration. Then som< 
genius conceived the idea of making the allmen 
more fashionable, which he did by re-christening i 
neurasthenia. For years it was all the rage, this 
neurasthenia. 
Sounded so exclusive—something 


only the idle rich could afford. Thus old n. p. be 
came popular. And now this fancy of exclusiveness 
—and such fancies do prevail regarding diseases— 
has fastened itself upon neuritis, and victims of al 
kinds of aches, and "pains of an indefinite character 
are delighted and flattered when some healer or 
near- healer calls the trouble neuritis. 


Please do not misunderstand me, victims of neuri 


Us. I am not tn'ing to place you in the category 
with victims of rheumatism, and victims of catarrh. 
Let those deluded folk enjoy their rheumatism and 
their catarrh. Your neuritis is neuritis—nerve in- 
flammation—in about one-fourth of the cases so 
designated 
Far be it from me to imply that there 


is nothing the matter with a neuritis subject or 
with the victim of reumatiz or the victim of catarrh, 
for that matter. I merely emphasize the fact that, 
whereas the diagnosis of "rheumatism" is a bad 
guess :n 97.8 per cent of the cases, and that of 
"catarrh" is a bad guess in 100 per cent of the 
cases, the diagnosis of neuritis is a mistake .in only 
about 75 per cent of the cases. And in at least 
90 per cent of the 75 per cent of mistaken diagnosis 
of neuritis, it is not the physician, but some one else, 
who has suggested neuritis. 


There is nothing I can say to correspondents who 


ask me to suggest something good for neuritis. I 
am quite as much at a loss to do that as I would be 
to suggest something good for a run down condition, 
an indefinite ache or pain, or a tired business man. 
The mere word neuritis conveys no tangible idea of 
the nature of the trouble. Too many easy going 
folk have learned to call every ache or pain, which 
formerly passed as neuralgia (nerve ache), by the 
more classy, up-to-date and impressive name of neu- 
ritis—keeping always in the back of the mind a hazy 
notion that it is somehow related with rheumatism 
—which it is. both terms being meaningless as popu- 
larly employed. 


A feature of neuritis (nerve inflammation) which 


is practically essential to a correct diagnosis is atro- 
phy or wasting of the muscle or muscle group sup- 
plied by the nerve or nerve trunk involved in the 
inflammation. Without such wasting and weaken- 
ing there is little on which to hinge the diagnosis of 
neuritis. Another feature is the long duration of the 
trouble—always many weeks or months. 


Common causative factors of inflammation of one 


or more nerves are alcohol, arsenic, lead, injury, in- 
fection through wounds or from adjacent lesions 
(such as the facial neuritis sometimes appearing as 
a complication of middle ear disease).

Hot Water and Salt Water. 


Please give your opinion of the practice of drink 


ing hot water before breakfast, and using salt water 
to bathe the eyes when they feel sore or inflamed 
(L. L. T.) 


Answer—Many persons find that a cupful or two 


of hot water taken half an hour before breakfast has 
a laxative effect and aids digestion. It can do no 
harm, in any case, provided it be taken not less 
than fifteen minutes before eating. Hot water at 
meal time tends to decrease the secretion of the gas 
trie juice and slow down or delay digestion; cold 
water at meal time stimulates secretion and tends 
to improve digestion. Plain water irritates the 
eyes; but the addition of a rounded teaspoonful to 
the pint of boiled water cooled to body warmth 
renders the water about the saline strength of the 
tears and that makes it non-irritating for bathing 
the pyes. Stronger salt water should not be used. 
This "physiological" or "normal" salt solution is all 
right for such purpose, though it is not advisable to 
bathe the eyes as a constant practice.
